RAINEY 1S DEAD 


Stricken with Pneumonia 


on Visit Home. 
‘ 


John W. Rainey, Demotratic: con- 
gressman from the Fourth Illinois dis- 
trict, died last night in St. Bernard’s 
hospital after a two weeks’ illness of 
double pneumonia. He had been called 
from Washington to the bedside of his 
daughter Margaret on April 27. She 
had been critically ill of pneumonia 
and had just passed the crisis. A few 
days later the congressman was taken 
ill and almost from the first doctors 
said he had hardly a fighting chance, 
though there were periods when he 
showed signs of improvement. 

Mr. Rainéy was born in Chicago in 
1880. He attended the parochial 
schools und was graduated from the 
Kent College.of Law in 1909. He was 
assistant judge of the Probate court 
from 1910 to 1912 and clerk of the Cir- 
cuit court from 1912 to 1916. In 1914 
he married Ethel F. McMahon, who 
with three daughters, Margaret, Mary, 
and Virginia, survive him.

, TO BE GREATER 


THAN U, 8. STEEL 


His Wealth Estimated at 
600 to 700 Millions. 


New York, May 4.—The Ford Motor 
company, Inc., hag more actual cash 
in its treasury than any other corpo- 


ration in the United States, if not in 
the entire world, according to figures 
announced in Wall street today, which 
place the total as more than that of 
the United States Steel corporation, 
despite the fact that the total assets 
of the Ford company is less than one- 
fourth the total assets of the largest 
steel organization in the world. 

The figures, taken from a statement 
filed with the Masachusetts commis- 
sion at Boston, show that on Feb. 28. 
1923, the Ford company had a total of 
$159,605,687 cash on hand. This com 
pares with total cash holdings of 
$126,700,131 reported by the United 
States Steel corporation in its last 
annual report of Dec. 31, 1922. 


Onp Year Profits, $119,000,000. 

The total assets of the company is 
given at $536,351,939. The excess of 
assets over liabilities is shown by a 
profit and loss surplus of $359,777,598, 
on Feb. 28, 1923, against a profit and 
loss surplus of $240,478,736 on the 
same date last year. 

Net profits for the year, Wall street 
estimates said, amounted to $119,000.- 
000, equivalent to $690 a share on the 
172,465 shares of $100 par value capi- 
tal stock outstanding which Henry 
Ford and his son, Edsel, own outright. 

Ford, they believe, has a total for- 
tune, including his Ford Motor Co. 
holdings, of between $600,000,000 and 
$700,000,000, and ranks toward the top 
of the list of the world’s richest men. 
He is only exceeded, it was believed, by 
the holdings of John D. Rockefeller, 
junior and elder. 


All Made in Twenty Years. 

Hig vast wealth was obtained in 
twenty years. When the Ford com- 
pany was started it was with $100,000 
capital stock, a factory space of about 
one-quarter of an acre and 311 me 
ployés. Seventeen hundred cars were 
built the first year of business. On 
April 7, last, it was announced, the 
Ford company had built more than 
6,000,000 cars, building more cars now 
in a single shift than it did4n an en- 
tire year in its inception. 

Bankera pointed out. that Ford’s 
huge cash balance remained after 
heavy expenditures for coal lands, 
| Water power sites and branch plant 
investments, all of which were paid 
out in cash from current earnings. 
They also pointed out that on July 31, 
1916, the Ford company reported cash 
on hand of $52,550,771 with profits for 
the year reaching $69,994,118, which 
created a sensation and was regarded

It should prove convincingly 
our unity of interest in combating crime.

All 
the billions taken by crime are a loss to legitimate 
business and private property. In effect they are 
@ tax. It is clearly a business as well as a moral 
advantage to reduce a ese and useless tax 
of $2,750 000,000 s year.

REVOLUTION IN. "GERMANY. 

Tus Trisunr’s economic analyst, “ Scrutator,” 
sees in the tremendous currency inflation of 
Russia, Germany, Austria, and Poland, a modern 
and more or less bloodless method of revolution. 
It achieves this end by wiping out the former 
bourgeois class and giving overwhelming power 
to a few directing financial organizers supported 


Thete is no doubt that inflation is having such 
an effect, Teachers, shopkeepers, and professional 
men, for instance, who enjoyed more or less fixed 
incomes before the inflation now find these in- 
comes virtually worthless. A widow holding mort- 
gages which paid her 5,000 marks a year before 
the war was in comfortable circumstances. Today 
the same income in paper currency is nothing. 
Men who hed worked all their livés te retire on 
such an income now find themselves paupers. Cer: 
tainly it ig revolutionary. 

What is to be the outcome of such revolutions? 
The Russian example is distorted by the fact: that 
it was preceded by a revolution of force. The 
two together have brought chaos. But Germany 
fe different. Although a political revolution pre- 
ceded the economic revolution there it was not 
such as to destroy material property and institu- 
tions?” The economic revolution is not directly in- 
volved in the other. But still it must work out to 
‘some end. Revolution cannot be stationary. 

Two developments occure to us. It may mean 
communism, or it may mean a réturn of the 
Hohenzollerns. The acceptance of commtmism 
Seems doubtful. The German people are too in- 


that of Russia with an idea of escaping their 
present troubles. Russia is almost at their doors. 
They know all its horrors. They will not embrace 
the evil doctrines which have brought it to this 
pass. ! 
The monarchy, on the other hand, while still

ANOTHER STREET CAR STRIKE IMPENDING! 
[Free translation. from Abendpost (German).] 

Within the last eight years Chi has gone 
through not less than three street car strikes. ‘None 
.of them Was of very long duration. In the first and 
second strikes at least, the sympathies of the public 
were rather on the side of the men: but the third 
time, last summer, this sentiment seemed to pave 
cooled off somewhat. The victory of the: strikers, as 
a consequence, was only partial. 

Now the surface and elevated line employés are 
again beginning to whisper the word strike. The re- 
duction in the cost ‘of living, so they say, has not come 
as it was hoped for last summer; consequently they 
shovld have the full wages which they demanded at 
that time. The compromise scale of pay will no 
longer Suffice. It is likely, however, that the com- 
panies will energetically oppose these demands, hence 
the citizens may again before long find themselves 
ground between the two mill stones. It seeme there- 
foré advisable to sound a warning to the hot blooded 
element that considers a strike the only and the 
infallible means to win. 

The truth is that few strikes end in a complete 
victory for the one and a complete rout for the 
other side. Intby far the most cases 4 compromise 
is the outcome. Such a compromise could, with fairly 
good will on either side, be reached also without 
the hardships of tying up the regular traffic. The 
only possible excuse for such an extreme measure 
as a strike is that each and every conciliating means 
has been tried in good faith and in the fullest meas- 
Gre and has failed. When public convenience is so 
greatly involved as in.a street car strike, a forbear- 
ing, patient attitude plainly shown even under trying 
conditions is the only thing that can possibly secure 
‘for any employés such moral support as public sym- 
pathy will convey in an eventful strike.

Utley gave an illuminating talk on 
anthrax before the Alleghany (Pa.) 

County Medical society. 

He advises physicians not to incise 
or try to cut out the carbuncles caused 
by anthrax. To do eo broke down the 
protecting wall by which the virulent 
bacteria were held. in place and per- 
mitted them to.a¥sorb into the blood 
and lymph streams. 

For the treatment of anthrax there 
is an antitoxin and every health depart- 
ment should carry it in stock. The death 
rate among patients treated with this 
antitoxin was only 4 per cent [one in 
twenty-five) as compared. with 48 per 
cent [about one in two} among those 
not treated that way. About thirty min- 
ims of the antitoxin is injected into the 
carbuncle. As a rule, about 10 minims 
is injected in each of three or four places 
toward the edge of the carbuncie. At the 
same time from one to five ounces are 
injected into a vein. Utley says it is 
as reprehensible to treat anthrax with- 
out anthrax antitoxin as it is to treat 
diphtheria without diphtheria antitoxin, 
and he calls on every health department 
to make it available for the physicians 
of its community.

But the prevention of anthrax is more 
important than its cure.

He quotes Brueken as having shown 
that the hair of shaving brushes can 
be sterilized against anthrax by soak- 
ing in full strength peroxide of hydrogen 
or concentrated Dakin’s solution. Of 
these, most physicians and bacteriologists 
would prefer Dakin’s solution. This so- 
lution, under some trade name or other, 
can be obtained in most drug stores. 
He advised purchasers of shaving 
brushes, before using, to soak them for 
from four hours to overnight in concen- 
trated Dakin’s fluid or in full. strength 
peroxide of hydrogen.
